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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Declaration filed on 23 October 2003 under 37 CFR L 1 3 1 is sufficient to overcome 
the Lin et al. (US 6,093,656) reference. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 23 October 2003. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 4 recites the limitation that the copper may be substituted 
with one of the claimed metals. This does not further limit but rather completely changes the 
scope of independent claim 1 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims U 2, 6, and 10-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Declaration filed 
23 October 2003 (Paper No. 34) is effective in overcoming the base reference to Lin et al. (US 
6,093,656). 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
